DETAILS : 

The title of this report is being marked "Changed 1 ' to include 
the name of subject BEN PERRY and aliases, as reported by 
the Bureau under FBI Mo. 2821737. The character INTERSTATE 
TRANSPORTATION OF STOLEN MOTOR VEHICLE is being added to 
this report due to the fact that subjects stole a car in 
Vicksburg, Mississippi and transported same to Texas. Iz 
is noted that the United States Attorney at Jackson has 
declined prosecution on this charge. 

AT PECOS, TEXAS 

By airtel dated 2/20/53 the Now Orleans Office reported 
that subjects LOCKWOOD REEVES, ALLEN CLAYTON NEST , FRED DALE 
HAMMOND and JAMES FLAVOUS ROPER, all Federal Prisoners, had 
escaped from Warren County Jail, Vicksburg, Mississippi 
sometime after midnight, February 20, 1953 - apparently 
by burning the bars out of their cell windows with an 
acetylene torch. Also, that these subjects were in jail 
awaiting court action on charges of Interstate Transporta- 
tion of Stolen Motor Vehicle. New Orleans requested that 
HARRY and CLYDE REEVES, brothers of LOCKWOOD REEVES, be 
located and interviewed at Balmorhea, Texas. 

■ AT BALMORHEA, TEXAS 

On 2/2A/53 the writer contacted Deputy Sheriff BERT MARTIN 
who advised he was acquainted with CLYDE and HENRY REEVES.

Deputy Sheriff MARTIN assisted the writer in the follow- 
ing investigation and apprehension: 

Mrs. CLYDE REEVES, located on a farm approximately 
twelve miles from Balmorhea, advised that her brother-in- 
law, LOCK./OOD REEVES, had been in her home at approximately 
9:00 A. H. with his brother HENRY REEVES. Mrs. REEVES 
stated that she did not know where L0CK/J00D came from, but 
that he had left her house after having a cup of coffee 
with HENRY REEVES in HENRY’S GMC Truck. 

HENRY REEVES was contacted at his farm adjacent to CLYDE 
REEVES' Farm, and he stated that his brother, LOCK./OOD 
REEVES, was in his house at that time. The writer and 
Deputy MARTIN took LOCK./OOD REEVES into custody at approx- 
imately 11:00 A. M. , and questioned him concerning the 
whereabouts of any of the other prisoners. LOCK./OOD stated 
he did not know where the other men had gone, however, 

HENRY REEVES stated that L0CK/00D had arrived in a car with 
two other men who were then in the bunkhouse approximately 
five hundred feet from the residence. Upon approaching 
this bunkhouse a late model Pontiac was noted parked at 
the rear of the building. A search of several of the 
rooms^in the bunkhouse resulted in locating subjects ROPE?, 
and PERRY , who were sleeping in one of the rooms . 

At the time the subjects were taken into custody, the Pontis 
v/ as examined, and the following items noted. The Pontiac 
appeared to be a late model, possibly a 1951 car, bearing 
1953 Arkansas License 107-473 with Motor No. P6RSI6717 
on the engine block and left door frame. This car is a 
4-door dark green, 6 cylinder, model. The left front 
ventilator window had been broken, and a short strip of 
wire joined the ignition wires together under the dash- 
board. 

All three men were transported to Pecos, Texas and lodged 
in the Reeves County Jail. In a preliminary interview the" 
denied having any knowledge of the whereabouts of other 
prisoners or the theft of the Pontiac. Subject PERRY, 
v/hose identity w as not known at this time, stated he had 
been hitchhiking through Kentucky, Louisiana and Texas, 
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and had hitched a ride with REEVES and ROPER. 

MARVIN NORTON, brother-in-law of HENRY REEVES, advised 
that the three men had driven up to the REEVES residence 
at approximately 9:00 A. M., and had had a cup of coffee 
in the house. NORTON stated that in a conversation 
the three men seemed to each tell a different story of 
how they got to Balmorhea. NORTON stated that REEVES 
mentioned he had broken out of jail, and as the Pontiac, 
which was his own car, was parked at the Police Parking 
Lot, he had broken into it and driven it to Balmorhea. 

HENRY REEVES stated that his brother, L0CIU00D REEVES, 
has five children by his deceased wife, and that several 
of these children are in an orphanage in San Antonio, 

Texas. HENRY stated that LOUIS REEVES, son of LOCK./OOD 
REEVES , is serving in the United States Army in Korea. 

The writer drove the Pontiac from HENRY REEVES' farm to 
Balmorhea, Texas where it was stored with Deputy BERT MARTI 
at his garage. 

The Pontiac was examined, and the following items we re- 
noted or found in the automobile: 

The speedometer reading was 26,573* Service station 
lubrication tag reflects it was last serviced at 2R,697 
miles. The car had only one license plate which was at the 
rear. The trunk did not contain a spare tire, and the 
trunk latch had been broken. 

1. 5-gallon tin gasoline can, round with a dome top 
with 2" red rings at top and bottom. 

2. 6' piece of black rubber hose. 

3. A "Big Boy" scissors jack. 

4* A screw-type jack. 

5. A 5* folding jack handle. 

6. Putty knife

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8. A vulcanizer gripper. 

9. A 1” steel cog wheel, 

10. 1 4” Ballpeen hammer ,T Flint Edge”

2E). Pieces of the Houston Chronicle Newspaper dated 
2/20/53, which were stuffed around the windows 
and windshield. 

29. It v/ as noted that the composition back of the 
rear seat, as viewed from the trunk, had been 
torn out with the exception of a piece at each 
end which was still fastened to the automobile 
frame. 

AT PECOS , TEX/.S . 

0. E. ELRKER, Chief Operator, Texas Department of Public 
Safety Radio Station, advised that ho had no Stolen Report 
on record on a 1953 Arkansas License 107-473 or a late 
model Pontiac, Motor No. P6RS16717. 

The following investigation was conducted by the writer: 

LOCK 700D- REEVES stated he had been in jail at Vicksburg 
under *£1,000.00 bond for car theft. Between 9:00 P. K. 
and 12:00 Midnight, 2/19/53, he noted that the jail bars 
on the second floor had been broken, and he crawled out 
of the window. REEVES stated he left jail alone and 
•walked away from the jail. He then bought some whiskey, 
became drunk, and when he woke up he was in the back seat 
of an automobile somewhere near El Dorado, Arkansas. 

REEVES stated he could not recall who the men were in 
the car with him. REEVES advised that he believes he 
travelled through Marshall, Texas, and was in Houston on 
Friday night and sometime later was in San Antonio. 

REEVES stated he had last seen subjects WEST and HAMMOND 
in the Vicksburg Jail prior to breaking out. REEVES 
stated that the Pontiac in which he arrived at Balmorhea 
is the same car which he was in in Arkansas. REEVES 
stated that he believes that subject PERRY was picked up 
along the road near Alice, Texas. REEVES stated he had 
arrived in Balmorhea at approximately 9:00 A. M. on 
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February 24. AEEVES stated ho did not know anything 
about tho whereabouts of the other escaped prisoners, 
where tho Pontiac came from, where the Arkansas license 
plate cnrnc from or how the ignition was v/ired and tho 
window and trunk broken. 

J.AIES FLAVCU5 AOPEA advised he had been in jail in 
Vicksburg_ awaiting trial for car theft after being picked 
up with ./EST and HAMMOND in Mississippi , AOPER stated ho 
did not know which of the prisoners in the jail had cut the 
bars, and is ignorant of any of the details of the escape 
or plans for escape. AOPEA stated that during the night 
of 2/19/53 ho noted that the jail bars were open and went 
out by the window . After walking abcuc two miles from 
the jail subject AEEVES came along driving the Pontiac, 
and picked him up. AOPK'A stated that PSitAY had been in 
jail with him in Vicksburg, but he did not know what 
PE A AY v/as charged with. 

BEN PEAAY informed that he had boon in jail in Vicksburg, Mi 
issippi after being indicted for forged checks. PEAAY 
stated ho had been arrested in Lebanon, Kentucky and 
extradited to Mississippi to face charges there. PEAAY 
stated ho has written various checks in different parts 
of the United States, and while in jail in Vicksburg, had 
been interviewed by an FBI Agent concerning checks he 
had passed in Pennsylvania or Maryland. PEAAY stated he 
did not know if he had been charged with a Federal Charge 
of forging chocks. PEAAY advised that he had been in 
jail in Vicksburg, and Friday morning, 2/20/53, before 
daylight, he noticed that ho was the only one in tho jail 
tank and discovered that the windows had been broken. He 
then left the jail through the window. PEAAY stated he 
thought there had been eight or nine prisoners in the jail 
prior to the jailbreak. PEAAY stated he did not know where 
subjects JEST or HAMMOND were or where they had planned 
to go. PEAAY denied having any knowledge of escape plans 
or who could have been responsible for the jailbreak. 

P^.cAY advised that after he got out of jail, he hitch- 
hiked out of Vicksburg across Louisiana and into Texas. 

Jhile in Alice, Texas he was picked up by AEEVES and 
ROPER, Monday Morning, February 23. PEAAY stated itEEVES 
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and ROPER were driving the green Pontiac which subjects 
had when arrested at Balmorhea. PERRY stated that he 
was not familiar with the country around Balmorhea and 
did not know his exact location at the time of his arrest. 
PERRY advised he did not know where REEVES or ROPER obtained 
the Pontiac, the origin of the Arkansas tags, where the 
spare tiro might have been sold or how g£ sc line was obtained. 
PERRY stated he did assist in driving the Fonfciac to 
Balmorhea. PERRY denied aiding or assisting any Federal 
prisoners to escape from the Vicksburg Jail. 

By teletype dated 2/24/53 the San Antonio Office advised 
that the Sheriff’s Office, Cotulla, Texas, had advised 
subject iffiEVES had contacted JILLIAM T5NEAY, Encinal, 

Texas, at 9:00 P. M., February 23, last. REEVES was 
driving a green Pontiac, License No. 107-473, and was 
accompanied by two males, possibly other subjects. A EEVES 
had stated he was going to Eagle Pass, Texas, and then 
to Balmorhea near Fort Stockton, Texas. 

It is noted that prior to receipt of the above teletype 
subjects had already been taken into custody. 

By teletype dated 2/24/53 the Little Rock Division reported 
that the Arkansas State Revenue Department had advised that 
HARVEY »/. ADAMS , .Star Route 2, Lake Village, Arkansas, the 
owner of a 1941 2-door Chevrolet, had reported his 1953 
Arkansas License 107-473 as lost on February 20, 1953. 

By teletype dated 2/25/53 New Orleans informed that the 
1949 Pontiac, recovered in possession of subjects at 
Balmorhea, was reported stolen at 5:00 A. M, , February 20, 
1953, Vicksburg, Mississippi, by owner, ROBERT MG GEE, 

Ford Hill Road. At the time of the theft the Pontiac 
carried 1953 Mississippi License £60-919. Hew Orleans 
further advised that the U. S. Attorney at Jackson, Miss- 
issippi had stated he will not authorize prosecution of 
REEVES, ROPER and PERRY for the Interstate Transportation 
of the Stolen Pontiac, inasmuch as Federal process outstand- 
ing with regard to REEVES and ROPER, and that Mississippi 
State authorities were very anxious to return PERRY to 
Vicksburg for local prosecution* New Orleans further 
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advised that the Sheriff at Vicksburg, Mississippi was 
communicating directly with the Sheriff at Pecos to 
arrange for the return of the subject, PERRY. 


On February 25 : 1953 subjects REEVES and ROPER were 
arraigned before the U. S. Commissioner, JOHN 'i. DEAN, 
Pecos, Texas. Commissioner DEAN set bond at ^10,000,00 
for each subject, and in default of this bond, the subjects 
remained in the Jeeves County Jail. Commissioner DEAN 
subsequently advised the writer that REEVES and ROPER had 
signed Waivers of Removal, and would be returned to Vicks- 
burg, Mississippi upon receipt of certified papers from 
Mississippi. 


Sheriff CHARLES FITZGERALD, advised that Sheriff LUCKETT 
of Vicksburg, Mississippi had contacted him by telephone 
stating ho desired to come to Pecos and return BEN PERRY 
to Vicksburg to be handled there on state charges. 

Sheriff FITZGERALD exhibited to the writer a Waiver of 
Extradition which BEN PERRY executed before him on 
February 25 , 1953. 

Deputy U. S. Marshal LOUIS ROBERSON advised on 3/2/53 
that he had received certified copies of complaints 
and warrants for REEVES and ROPER, and that both men 
would be transported to Vicksburg when arrangements could 
be made by the U. S. Marshal for this district. 

By airtel dated 2/25/53 Bureau furnished criminal record 
on BEN PERRY under FBI No. 2&21737, which is as follows: 

•Arrested by Sheriff, Shreveport, Louisiana, September, 
1941, hold for Mansfield, Louisiana. No disposition. 

Arrested by Sheriff, Houston, Texas, October, 1946, 
for worthless check. No disposition. 

Arrested by Sheriff, LaGrange, Texas, September, 1947, 
for swindling - felony - no disposition. 

Arrested by Houston, Texas PD, October, 1947, for 
Fugitive - Lake Charles, Louisiana. No disposition. 
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Arrested by Elgin, Illinois PD, December, 194&, for 
disorderly conduct and Con-game. Disp - disorderly conduct 
dismissed, bound over Grand Jury, bond - $3500.00 on con 
game ♦ 

Arrested PD, Shawnee, Oklahoma, for forgery, October, 
1950. Ho disposition. 

V.rrestod Sheriff, Columbia, South Carolina, December, 
1951 for Breach of trust. No disposition. 

Arrested by Sheriff, Vicksburg, Mississippi, January, 
1953, for forgery. Mo disposition. 

On 2/25/53 Houston advised that subject FEED DV.LE HVJMMOI'JD 
had been apprehended at Houston, Texas the same date and 
was uncooperative as to whereabouts of subject ’NEST. 

Sergeant HUGH SHAH, Texas Highway Patrol, contacted the 
writer and stated that the possibility existed that subjects 
NSSVES , 1 >0P EH and PENNY may have been involved in a kid- 
napping at Sonora, Texas. SHAW stated that at 6:00 A. M. , 
2/23/53, two men came into a gas station in Sonora, 

Texas, stating th^y were out of gasoline on the highway. 

NAUL AuEVALO - age 17 years, put some gasoline into a can 
and took thu men and the gas in the pick-up truck, appar- 
ently on route to the automobile outside of Sonora. 

ANEVALO did not return to Sonora, and shortly thereafter 
the pick-up truck was discovered abandoned along the high- 
way west of Sonora. Investigation later revealed uNEVALO’ s 
empty wallet and birth certificate lying along the road. 

It was assumed that VAiEVALO had been kidnapped by the two 
men. Available witnesses at Sonora believe that the two 
men were driving a blue Chevrolet coupe. On Sunday, 3/1/53 
ANHV/iLO's body was discovered in some bushes outside of 
Sonora, SHA.J stated he believed ANEVALO had been shot and 
his head had been crushed. Sergeant SHA-/J examined the 19A9 
Pontiac at Balmorhea in regard to the gasoline cans found 
in tVj Pontiac. He thereupon contacted the Sheriff’s 
Office at Sonora, and advised him of the subjects incar- 
cerated in Peco3. 
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On^2/2#/53 a Sonora Deputy Sheriff came to Pecos with 
u'u'jVh LO's father, who can reportedly identify his son’s 
abductors and any tools or equipment which might have 
disappeared from the pick-up truck. The writer was absent 
from Pecos and was not contacted by the Deputy Sheriff or 
Mr. AHEVALO , however, Sergeant SHAW subsequently advised 
the writer that AHEVALO had been unable to identify 
subjects *i.EEVES , HOPEH or PEILAY or any of the equipment 
found in the Pontiac. 

However, Sergeant SHAW, Texas Hanger EAi'tL STEWAltT and 
.teeves County Sheriff CHAHLES FITZGEIIALD. advised that the 
possibility exists that some of the other prisoners v/ho 
escaped from the Vicksburg Jail may have been involved 
in the kidnapping and killing of HAUL AHEVALO.

By airtel dated 3/5/53 New Orleans was requested to contact 
the Sheriff's Office at Vicksburg, Mississippi and obtain 
complete names, descriptions and photographs of all 
prisoners who escaped from the Vicksburg Jail on 2/20/53. 
Also, that any information concerning stolen automobiles, 
which prisoners might have used, be obtained. This 
information was to be reported to the San Antonio 
Division as a matter of police cooperation for the 
Sheriff's Office, Sonora, Texas. New Orleans was advised 
that police officers at Pecos, Texas were of the opinion 
that some of the Vicksburg prisoners might be involved 
in the kidnapping and killing of RAUL AREVALOS at Sonora, 
Texas on February 23, 1953. 

Copies of this report are being furnished the San Antonio 
Division to furnish background information concerning the 
kidnapping of AuEV,.L0S.

ren County Jail some time after midnight on February 20, 1953. 

LOCK’ OOD REAVES, vdth aliases, was in custody of the 
U. S. Marshal, Jackson, Mississippi, and v/as confined in the Warren 
County Jail at Vicksburg, Mississippi, on interstate transportation 
of stolen automobile charge, . 

A1.LEK CLAYTON VEST, vdth aliases; FRED DALE HAiMCHD 
and JaKsS FULVOUS ROPER vrere in custody of the U. S. Marshal, Jackscr., 
Mississippi, and v/as confined in the Warren County Jail at Vicksburg, 
Mississippi awaiting trial on a Federal charge of interstate trans- 
portation of a stolen motor vehicle, 

AT VICKSrtlTtG. MISSISSIPPI 

Sheriff OVEN RING advised that five prisoners escaped 
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jail during the night of February 19, 1953, namely, ALLEN CL-.YTC?' 
W738T, FRED DALE HAKKOND, JAKE'S FLAV0U3 ROPER, LOCK' JOOD REaViiJ and 
BEi: PERRY, a white man who was being held in jail on state charges 
of forgery. 

JOSEPH EARNE5, Day Jailer, advised that he went off 
duty at 5:00 p.m., February 19, 1953, and returned to work at 7:CC 
a.m., February 20, 1953 and was told by his brother EDWARD t.-R3oS 
about the escape. J03EFH BARNES could furnish no information con- 
cerning the escape, except to point out the bars in the ce ll block that 
had been cut out viith an acetylene torch and two bars had been sawed 
out of the outside window of the jail. The hole in the cellblock 
measured lOg" by ll|", which is a very small hole through which Em. 
PERRY, a heavy-set person weighing approximately 200 pounds forced 
himself. 

YDWhP.D BARNES, Might Jailer, advised that inmates of ib<; 
jail were singing religious songs in the jail the night before unti J 
about 9:15 p.m., when he cut out all the lights. BaRNES advised that 
he went to bed about 10:00 p.n., and knew . ot.hing about the escape 
until one of his white trusties LYOiYR.D L. SPEAKS, white male, re- 
ported to him at 6:00 a.m., that five of the prisoners had escaped 
during the night. 

It is noted that EDWARD BARNES is approximately s e.y 
years of age and slightly hard of hearing. He is a sickly person 
and no doubt is unable to take care of the jail during the night. 

Ho merely sleeps there and pays no attention to the prisoners, ac- 
cording to Deputy Sheriff VIRM0K LUCKETT. This is the second escape 
that has been made while EDWARD BARNES was on duty, the last one wa-, 
about three years ago and was effected during the noon hour. 

C' N RING, Sheriff of Warren County, subsequently ad- 
vised that two men had been doing some electric welding in the jail 
starting on Wednesday, February 18, 1953. He said that one of the 
workmen had reported to him that he left his acetylene torch lying 
in the hallway of the jail cells for approximately five minutes or. 
Wednesday and went downstairs for some pipe and when he returned sub- 
ject ‘.-ESP had the torch and hose inside the cellblock. When the 
workmen returned, WEST jokingly handed the torch back to the workr.-r. 
and said "he whs just looking at it". 

Sheriff RING advised that ho has filed escape charges 
against BEN FERRY and has also filed charges against LEONARD L. 3F_i. 
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for aiding and abetting in the escape. RING specifically requested 
that when l W. PERRY was apprehended, wherever ho was apprehended that 
ho wanted to return him to Vicksburg and prosecute him. 


DOI: CARLISLE, Route 2, Box 376-B, Vicksburg, Mississip- 
pi, advised that he and WILLIAM LEE ALIEN came to the Warren County 
Jail on Wednesday morning, February 18, 1953, to do some welding and 
electrical work. Ho stated that he h?d his acetylene torch inside 
the jail doing some welding on top of the collblock where the white 
prisoners are kept. He laid his torch down in the hallway several 
feet away from the collblock and went downstairs for a wrench and 
some pipe and was gone about five minutes or less, and when he re- 
turned, he found subject BEST had his torch inside the collblock and 
v/as looking at it. When CARLISLE returned WEST jokingly returned it 
to him saying "I wonder how it works". CARLISLE stated th:-t he and 
ALLEN had been particularly careful not to leave the torch within 
roach of any of the prisoners in the jail. CARLISLE advised that he 
is certain that subject WEST did not have time to cut the collblock 
bars with his torch at that time. 


CARLISLE advised that on Thursday, February 19, 1953, 
that he and ’-LILLIAK USE ALLEN stopped work for lunch at about ll:/,0 
a.m., leaving his torch outside the jail cell and out of the reach of 
the prisoners. When they return. d approximately thirty minutes laWr, 
there was nothing observed to indicate that his torch had ben used. 




When C;iR LISLE was informed that the bars on the cell- 
block h d been cut with an acetylene torch, he could furnish no in- 
formation as to how or when his torch might have been used unless it 
was used during hi3 lunch period on February 19, 1953. 


AILLLili LAE LLLEN, Route 2, Box 100-D, Vicksburg, Mis- 


sissippi, advised that he was working on top of the collblock in the 
jail and that he did not see vh.at occurred on Wednesday with reference 
to the torch being in possession of subject V EST. Ho said that he did 
not use the torch on Thursday.

LEONARD SPH'.KS. PERRY denied that any assistance was rendered to th 
try anyone in the jail at the time of their escape on February uO, 19 ' 

During the course of the interview with BEN PERRY, the 
following signed statement was obtained, the original of which is be: 
retained in the New Orleans file: 

"Vicksburg, Miss. 

March 9, 1953 

"I, Ben Perry, do hereby make the following free and volun- 
tary statement to James M. Stockton who has identified him- 
self to me as a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Invest! 
gation and Owen Ring, Sheriff of barren County. I have been 
advised of my right to advise of an attorney and that I am 
not required to make a statement and any statement I do make 
can be used against me in court.
